PRETORIA Thursday'- . 

Ten Pretoria people today said they saw an unidentified flying object whirl 
over the City at a " fantastic speed" The object was only visible,for a few 
seconds. 

Mr.V. Vickers and Hr P. Raaths of Danville and Mr. W Naude of Y.'averley, said 
they saw the object, which they belived tobe a flying saucer, at 11.15.a.m. 

It was travelling in a curving flight from east to west . 

" There was no sound or smoke, and it was travelling at a fantastic speed. The 
object was about 20.000 ft. high but still very clearly visible. 

E could see the sun glinting off t. e chrome -like exterior of the object 
as it whirled overhead and t„jon disappeared," the three men said. 

Hr. Vickers said that it was defniantely not a meteorological balloon, and 
certainly not an aircraft .

ViQ have- roci ;ved many onquiri os regarding: this photo of which we gave a resume 
in our last edition? and since which we had time to make more intense investiga¬ 
tions. Frankly we arc not happy about this photot, because of the co-relatod 
evidence which at times became quite contradictory . and so much so w wrote to 
the f ' Advertiser 11 which published the photos? but our letter was not published 
so we point our here to our readers some of its high lights. 

•so admit that initia ly v/e wore very impressed by the photot and tee stpry told 
in the paper and over T.V. by Mr. Jacobs, but after two lengthy interviews with 
him v/e foci wo must in all honesty place our findings before the public for a 
clearer evaluation of the case. It has be^n suggested that Mr. Jacobs when Intel 
veiwod by Mr . Morris of the A.F.S.fl.S. hinted that ho tried to f#ol us or leac 
us astray, rat:. ;r a strange thing for a man who was trying to convince the publ: 
of what ho had seen and witnessed and who told us ho was trying to sell thorn to 
interested journals, surely he would have boon only too anxious to make every 
point of his story true rather tnah lisle ad people*. 

Firstly th-j photos.... The first five si: -zs which he showed to us on the negatr 
wore taken as the " ob j cot :i . was approaching the moon cloud? he then altered his 
timing and shot the one- win? eh was shown in the paper and tno T.V. " above the 
moon cloud.. The previous fine wore by no means clear and defined as the own sh 
• In all this it must be remembered that the ship was moving whilst this was ta¬ 
ken and this factor must be taken into account as regrads the photo. 

Tho light house according to Mr. Jacobs was 50 mile away* but when interveiwin 
the crow they ail stated it was only 15 mile away, hero a contradiction of fact 
Ho insist d that he did not realise* it v/as an unusual object until ho devloped 
tho photos, if s. why .was;. hn, t qo gyar#., enough r tq change the timing. Tho one man 
who was beside him and to wh an he called his attention to it. was no longer on 
the ship, he ahd boon signed off at Newcastle before the ship had returned to 
Adelaide and Mr. Jacobs gave the photos to t _e Advertiser. Also the Captain of 
the ship hna boon changed, Tho man on the bridge who must have soon this sighti 
if it vms so. unusual as Jacob’s claims, said in an interview ho did not see any 
thing unusual. Jacobs said ho went D, imlJ after taking the photo to the T.V. roo 
anf took s^mo s„_ots of tho MV. these were on the negative, but when he showed 
us the ,r spot 11 wore he had taken tLc pnoto from, on the side of the ship. 

The T.V. room was immediately BSKI1TD him and within arms reach and it being a 
hot night so hu said it was more than likely the door would be op^n. as it was 
not airconditionod. even if not it is rather starngu he did not turn round and 
knock cr call out to thosv-j an tho room to sec what he had takoii • 

He excuse here was as stated before M ho did not realise it was an unusual 
object, r yet when being interv^ibo was quite oeratian ho ,r saw' the top 
iar*c spinn-.*^, v_aid wniise me coubOiii ecu ion vas .L_^ u x j : surely such an c 
behaviour of a ,f sloud" would cause one to know it was something out of the ore 
ary and creeu a desire to call witnesses. Yet he called no one. from the TV rc 
behind ? or considior it unusual until later when he realised he had shot some 
very unusual object . 

Th^ position of the light housu from the point of photography must not be over 
locked for unaor c or at in cloud conditions the light from this may have had soim 
contributing factors. 

One factor was Mr Jacobs contradictory statements ro the value of the picture. 

He was most anxious to impress us ho had no ns^d to " make money 11 out of it. 
for on the first day ho said £4-0 per week on the ship, the next day he said his 
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The Jacobs Phuto cent . 

salary was £52 P.V. ho admitted he had be^n practicing in getting good photos 
and had boon succes ful in " so lling" some recent ones to tin, Navy, and the 
B.P. Oil Co. but kept roinsisting ho was not out to make money, on this one. 
However on the second day in the interview he said he was going to see if he c 
could sell the photos to some American interests, who paid big money * he had 
boon " advised" to this by alydnoy representative of the some# 

Of course wc dt not blame him for cashing in on his efforts, if tney are gen- 
uin-jj but wo felt tinu before he could expect our society to pass them as s ch 
ho should be willing to give some complete copies of the whole sequence of the 
event, instead, of the one single photo of the objevt abov^ the cloud. 

Vo arc well, aware other groups here may have been elated by this case and as 
one ci their investigators xclaimed rather ocstaica ly " oh its wonderful" 
yet we prefer to- keep our foot on the ground* and as much as wo would like to 
prove this as one of the most outs.tnding photos taken in Australia * yet we are 
not prepared to lower our standards as investigators or make an attempt to bol¬ 
ster up this case on a false premise and thus deceive the publiv* when we feel 
the facts when tak.ui altogether arc not as clear as they could bo or wo would 
very much like then, to bo. for we V7ANT good saucer photos but not any which 
cannot stand the tost of keen investigation ans scrutiny. 

Should future eveidonee prove wo are wrong wo shall be most glad to admit wo have 
boon wr^ng meanwhile we prefer to bo cautious.

Since typing the above data your Editor recived on Sat. June 12th /65 a phone 
call from Mr. Jacobs who said he was in port again and on another ship, he was

He appeared the following night ounday June 13 th on T.V. showing these 
shots, but although we were promised photos through the next post the havenot 
arrived to date, but we have it on good authority that he DID give some to a group 
who were known to have accepted his photos as genuine * hence we can only concur 
that Hr Jacobs does not want his photos thoroughly examined * and only gives them 
to ’oik who swallow his story without a thorough investigation for we were the 
only ones who actually went to the ship and investigated the whole facts . ( see 
our last edition ) Mr . Jacobs also said he would release all the photos including 
the hirst ones to anyone who wanted them now. In this v/ho proved himself rather 
misleading in that a UFO magazine recieved today shows photos which ho must have 
relaeased to this group for them to publish same, how then can he say he would 
g-.ive tnem to us all simultaneously, when he has released such to others and not 
to us. We feel we know the answr . and it adds up to the old story of the selfish 
unsharing of knowledge of certain gro ,ps. But that does not answer why he does 
not seem to want the photos put to a test, for to your Editor he feels that if 
those phtos were genuine then ho would be most willing to put them to such a test 
for ho would know t sy were genuine and could stand up to such an investigation 
we feel t'.iat this very evasiveness on his part only causes people to assume 
that his phtos are not available to any who doubt his photos as genuine.

A complete formation of U.F.Os were seen across that'..ate of 1lev/ South Wales, 
on Friday March 5th • and were reproted hy folk from many places who witnessed 
this formation flying across their towns and cities. 

From Sydney Dubbo. Gunnedah, Bathurst* and other pkaces 5 the phones strated 
ringing and calling the radio stations and T.V. channels for explanations, 

A small observaory also acknowledged they had seen the craft 9 and could offer 
no explanation. 

Of course taeim was the usual M satellite" explanation by some 9 but surely since 
when did they fly in formation of five or more and testified by witnesses, some 
of whom said there were as many, as eight, others who said there could have 
been more thna five as some were behind cloud banks. 

Your Editor was foutnate enough to be in Sydney a we^k or so later and by the 
in- est chance was introduced to people who were vsiting Sydney from th country 
who had soon them and who were visiting Sydney people who also had seen them 
from their home about 15 mile from Sydney. 

The evidence .all added up to the fact that it could not bo denied that a formatioi 
of five to eight objects had been seen from one end of the state to right across 
to the western side a distance of somelOOO or more miles. 

The dcxription given by everyone whether verbally or in the papers exactly talliec 
although the number seen varied as above, but the formation of a V whilst in 
flight and the shape and colour all given we exactly the same whether near Sydney 
or hundreds of miles away . 

This evidence summed up was that they were roundlike objects with a reddish to 
orange streak behind each of them, that they kept formation in general , hut 
one or two seemed to got behind then catch up. but never losing the complete 
form of a V shape of formation . 

The sight lasted generally for about 30 esconds. and their fast movement was 
incrcdibalo to the viewers. 

11 I just happened to bo looking into 
the sky when I saw those lights appear .

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2 MY FLYING SAUCER ”.

The following account appeared, in the Sydney Morning Heia$d. a week after the 
formation was seen across NS.?/, as rotated in previous pages. 

n You didn*t laugh or sneer, did you , when you road about the hundreds of 
people who reported seeing a group of glowing objects across the night sky, in 
eastern N.S.YI. at fantastic speed last week . ?. 

Lid you laugh ? Not I, Because I have seen aflying saucer- or rather , a cigar 
shaped unidentified flying object . . 

No I am not T, nuts n - or if I am , there are about a dozen other people crazy with 
me . Because they saw the same UFO. 

My sighting was so vivid and unnerving I have never forgotten the place and time, 
— over the Adelaide Hills of South Australia at 9*44 p«m. on Oct. l8th. 1952. 

Roturnring home from an assignement for the Adelaide " Advertiser " I saw against 
a dark clear sky a greenish-white irridcscent gigar-liko abject . about the size 
of a boeing 707 seen about 10 miles distant , moving from left to right across 
my front and from south-east to north-west . 
r 

A first I thought it was an airliner, then I remembered it was too late for one 
to be up. .Aid this aircraft was one long- light and it emitted no sound. 

In that instant I felt a shiver pass through mo — I knew I was looking at some¬ 
thing that was not "natural " 

I stopped still to watch , and as I watched the thing mad e a sudden right angle 
turn upwards and vanished slowly at first theh at tremendous speed. 

Immediately on arriving home I told my wife what I had seen • she had remarked 
that I had looked white and shaken — and I telephoned Adelaide Airport control 
tower which told me there were no aircarft in the air at the time. 

Next afternoon when I reported for duty I told the 11 Advertiser” deputy chief 
of -staff. Mr. D. Jervis, I believed I had seen a flying saucer the night before. 

Ho laughed, I did not blame him , It had been a Saturday night • He reminded me 
my assigne,ont had been in the Barossa Valley , South Australia famed winegrowing 
area, and I thoygh perhaps I might have been seeing idlings as he alid hinted. 

He was not laughing at me an hour later, however, for by then the "Advertise r2 
had rocieved a number of reports from people who had c 5 .aimed they alid seen a 
flying cigar between 8 to 10 the night before. 

The reports came from as far south as Coonalpyn , on the- Adelaide - Melbourne 
railway , and as far north as Port irio. 

This placed the sightings all on a south -east north-r ist line. 

A few days later I had a telephone call from the then S.A. Government Astronomer 
Mr.G. Lodwell , who asked me to visit him and relate what I had seen . 

He had contacted several of the people who had claimed to have seen the UFO,got 
their stories , then contacted me because he said, a reporter should be ableto 
give a more accurate account than a layman . 
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Mr. Dodwell and I spent an hour together in the observatory on Yiest Terrace, 
during which he questioned mu thoroughly — often going back to repeat a question 
to find out if my answer varied. 

Our mooting was at night and we went outside where ho made mo demonstarte what 
I had seen against the .sky. 

Eventually he‘ told mo that — 

Whcit. I had seen was indeed a moving object and could not- because of tho Sat¬ 
urday night conditions — have been a light reflected from the earth . 

Tho object had been travelling on a magnetic course. 

YJhcn I first sav; the UFO it would have been travelling about 200 miles an hour 
but when I had last saw it it had accelerated to 72*000 m.p.h. ( By ®r.-- Bodwells 
calculations , my entire sighting lad lasted no longer than five to tch seconds) 

Hr. Bod well,recognised as one of the most able astronomers Australia has pro¬ 
duced -— also told, me , but asked me to ko p his confidence, ( a promise I 
fool no longer bound to hold for he died some years.ago ) that ho was con¬ 

vinced that flying objects from outer sapee did exist . 

ho said that his research indicated that they had boon vsiting earth for cent¬ 
uries. 

Much literature told of strange objects seen in the sky which could be atributed 
now , because of man's awareness , only to the visitiations from beyond the 
earth's atmosphere. 

Since then I have never doubted that the UFO are real . 

older have I related the happening of Oct. 18 . 1952, because whenever I have, 
the reaction has boon obvious. 


And believe mo I was NOT drunk that night . 

Certainly had I been, what I saw would have quickly sobered mo. 

I shivered then . Recalling it now sends a chill down my spine. 


LITTLE BOY SEES "BIG COPTER". 

One of our momh ts rented to us a most delightful experience • She herself 
has seen quite a few saucers over the years, and is undoubtedly a very attuned 
soul, to the higher things. 

It appears during the second week of May this year she was inside th house 
at her usual domestic tasks, when her little son 5 years of age called out 
excitedly to her " Mummy quick come and lrok at the big "copter". ". 

At first she was not impressed thinking he had seen a plane and mistaken it. 
as t ere are a number of passenger craft pass over daily, but a copter would 

be an unusal thingand rare near the city. . 

Suddenly she felt an alert as it were, all this taking place in the matter 
cf moments, then realsing that in any case there was no noise of even a plane 
1 .v'- alone the loud raoring of copter baldes. and the child still kept calling 
" Come Mummy it is a big ohe" she hurriedly wiping her hands, and rushing to 

tne front of tne house to her son. who waspointing excitedly to a large object 

in the sky, now moving fast toward a large cloud bank. 
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ff Child sees "Copter""" 

To her amazement she realise that this indeed was no " copter" for it was a 
laXge saucer shaped object shining brillaintly in the sunlight, thrilled she 
could hardly believe her eyes, as it slowed dofan as it moved toward the cloud 
suddenly stopped and hovered then moved and merged "into" the cloud, she waited 
expecting it to come out on the other side in a few seconds as it would in the 
course of the speed it was travelling • 

She waited yet nothing occurred. , then thinking it may have disappeared by 
altering its course, she was about to go back into the house , when suddenly 
it appeared again on the other side of the clud . and began disappearing fastly 
into the horizon. The time " inside " the cloud could not have had any other 
explanation but that it had hovered " within" the cloud then renewed its speed 
and course, for it had siappeared for about a minute, before it reappaered aagin 
She is positive that it was certainly was no ordinary Known craft, for she said 
it had no wings • no exhaust, was perfectly silent in its movements and had 
all the identifications of "saucers" which she had seen before. 

Travelling as it did at ab ut 45 deg angle in the sky and low enough for it 
to be clearly outlined as a solid object saucer shaped, and about the size of 
an object approximately 4 to 5 inches across, it made it very easy for her to 
know that she was not being mistaken, or that she lead herself into thinking 
such for she had not expected to see it, and further the child had observed 
it for some few minutes at least before she had responded to his call to see 
it for herself. 

Added to.T'this is the fact tha\ in this particular area tnere have been a number 
of sightings both in years past, and within the last twelve months . 
a flight of three was reported from the same area in one of our editions a short 
while ago. whether there is any connection with the fact or not is doubtful, 
but it is adjacent to one of Adelaide’s reservoirs, and from around the world 
such areas have been noted to have sigutings around them. 

Whatever the cause and meaning, it was good to know the child was so observant 
at such a small age. and one hopes he will ever remember his experience of 
seeing a " saucer" for his mother was not backward in enlightening his little 
mind and aorrecting his evaluation of the " copter".

" The latest relative to the tilting of the Earth on its axis, mathomAtically 
worked out- from recent information is as follows. This analysis is based on 
the theory that when the magnetic and geophysical poles c-.rno together, the 
Earth will assume an axis position perpendicular to the eclipitic path of 
the Sun. This would place the ecliptic path on the Equator. 

The North Magnetic Pole in 1955 v/as located on the Prince of Wales Island. 
l he latest report locates it on Bathurst Island • This is a movement of 
100 miles in 10 years, or more than 10 miles per year. 

In the last two years it has moved 20.miles North and four miles East. 

This is holding the motion of 10 miles per year in a Northerly direction . 

Like all magnetic effects this is expected to accelerate as the poles grow c 
closer together.. All nuclear, or atomic underground tests will also accel¬ 
erate this action due to the polarity effects. 

The present rate of motion would bring the magnetic and geophysical poles 
together in approxiamately 75 years. However , the acceleration increase as 
they become closer could bring the rendezvous to from 8 to 40 years from now. 

An atomic war could bring it about soone r. It would also eliminate the possi¬ 
bility of the tilt being recorded.

A sudden polar tilt would swing the North Polar Ice Cap dovm across continents, 
wiping out mountains and cities, as it is a floating mass of ice anchored ro 
a few landareas under the ice.
